This is go ing to be one of the hot issues 
in Co ngress this sessio n, and the adm inistra­ 
tio n's p ro p :sals rev eal what the issu e is. 
It i w hether or no t the federal gov ern­ 
ment can p lu g lo o p ho les p u nched into laws 
fo r p u blic p ro tectio n as fast as lawless ele­ 
m ents in the labor mov ement can make the 
lo c ho les. Ev en m o re than that, it is wheth­ 
er ti e p eo p le who make laws — the legisla­ 
to rs in the state cap itals and Washington — 
are ready to co me to grip s with the 
abuses 
that hav e p u t u nio ns o n he defensiv e. 


T here is an o ddity in the circumstances 
o f the decisio n th at legislato rs mu st make. 
If they were ready to co me to grip s with 
abu ses u nder u nio nism and in the guise of 
u nio nism, they wo u ld no t need to p ass any 
new laws. They ccu ’d get by with clearing u p 
p hraseo lo gy in laws that already ex ist, so 
b :ckering ju dges wo u ld hav e no further ex ­ 
cu ses to sp lit hairs. 


Ev ery abu se mentio ned in the reco m m enda* 
tio ns transm itted to Co ngress last Friday on 
labo r - law refo rm can be handled by state 
and federal laws no w in ex istence. To be 


sure, the laws would hav e to be stretched in 
some p laces, and there co u ld be no thing ac­ 
complished witho u t ju dicial co o p eratio n. 
But the fact is th at m any of the abu ses 
which hav e fired u p resentm ent can be 
blamed on ju dicial co o p eratio n in the o ther 
direction. There has been a clim ate fav o r­ 
able to abu ses since the '30s. 
The clim ate is changing no w. With o r with­ 
o u t a single law, it is changing fo r the sim ­ 
p le reaso n that p u blic p atience has been 
u sed u p . 
When this all-im p o rtant fact sinks into the 
heads o f all law -enfo rcem ent o fficials, the 
people who ap p o int them , the ju dges who ru le 
o n their activ ities, the p o liticians who try 
to 
stay one ju m p ahead o f p rev ailing p u blic o p in­ 
ion and the law m akers who so m etim es accel­ 
erate and so m etim es slo w do wn actio n by o f­ 
ficial reso lu tio ns, 
it 
will no t take Phila­ 
delphia law y ers to figu re o u t w hat to do . 
Ex isting laws against v io lence, embezzling, 
ex to rting, 
tresp assing, 
threatening 
bo dily 
harm , 
co llecting mo ney u nder false p re­ 
tenses, u sing the m ails to defrau d, entering 
into crim inal co m sp iracies, filing false info r­ 
m atio n, m aking false affidav its and co ndu ct­ 
ing illegal bo y co tts will hav e to be enfo rced, 
o r there will be m any changes o n the p u blic 
p ay ro ll. 
It is that sim p le, desp ite attem p ts to m ake 
the m atter seem co m p licated, "*hich in itself 
is o ne o f he co m p licatio ns. 


A Better Na me For January 


There is no easy ex planation in books for 
what has come to be the dominant trait of 
the month of janu ary , but the trait is too 
well known and too widely resented to be 
shru gged off. 


Janu ary is a month of trial and ordeal. It 
is a time when the worst in the best of us 
bu bbles up and the worst in the worst of 
us is almo st bey o nd endurance. 
Scho o l teachers wo nder in Janu ary if they 
can last u ntil F ebru ary , and p u p ils p ersis­ 
tently try to sho rten teach ers’ liv es. Horses 
that hav e sto o d p atiently in stalls kick them 
into sp linters. O her domesticated animals 
carry o n as if p o ssessed by the same dev ils 
th a t range freely through ev ery thing from 
the behav io r o f b'ue jay s to the indices of 
freight-car lo adings and employ ment. 
Ev en in q u iet backwaters, there are unex ­ 
p lained rip p les and wav es during J anuary . 
Placid characters go berserk. 
Meek ones 
ro ar like lio ns and bleat like goats. Schemes 
and stratagem s th at hav e lain dormant un­ 
til they were alm o st f o r g o t t e n came to 
bristling fru itio n and must be put down with 
fo rce. Rev o lu tio nary 
pots boil ov er. Politi­ 
cians say things about each other they will 
no t rep eat when the J anuary madness has 
ru n 
its co u rse 
and left them chastened. 
Bu t perhaps there is an ex planation in 
bo cks for J anuary after all. The month is 
nam ed for the Roman god of doorway s, who 
thu s becam e the god of all beginnings. 
That, o f co u rse, was why the beginning of 
the new y ear was named fo r him — and 
therein m ay lie the ex planation for the trial 
and o rdeal o f Janu ary . 
This m ay be only the result of too many 
im p u lses to try something new for a change, 
instead o f sticking to the tried and true. Or, 
if that be too charitable an ex planation for 
Janu ary , a harsher one might be that J anu­ 
ary , being the beginning of new y ear, simp ly 
fu rnishes an ex cu se fo r sho wing how much re. 
sentm enl had accu m u lated before the old 
Once Ov er

It brings another 
u ncertainty into the worker’s life. 
It makes it impossible for him to 
depend on the money he hopes to 
get, and on which his fam ily is 
planning for the things it wants 
and needs. Management peo p 1 e 
kno w this is true. . . . 
“ N ev ertheless, so m e em p lo y ers 
who a re fo r p ro fit-sharing instead 
o f a wage increase, say frankly 
th at they want to m ake cap italists 
o u t o f the w o rkers. 
The 
idea 
has a kind o f sm ell o f mo ney abo u t 
it that attracts so me p eo p le. Bu t 
w o rkers 
who hav e tried to be 
cap italists in this way hav e fo u nd 
th at the idea is strictly p h o ney .. . . 
“ To hear m anagem ent p eo p le tell 
it, when they w ant to put ov er 
p ro fit-sharing, their profits dep end 
entirely on ho w m u ch the indiv i­ 
du al w o rker is willing to sw eat., . , 


“ ON WHAT, then, do the p ro fits 
dep end? Pro fits dep end, first o f all, 
o n ho w m u ch the co m p any 
can 
sell, and then they dep end o n the 
p rice the co m p any gets fo r 
i t s 
p ro du ct. The w o rker has no thing 
to do with either o f these p arts o f 
the jo b m anagem ent m u st wo rk o u t 
in o rder to m ake m o ney .” 
Yet this v ery week Mr. R eu ther, 
testify ing befo re the Senate’s anti- 
mo no p o ly su bco m m ittee, was argu ­ 
ing that u nio ns sho u ld hav e a big 
say in p rice-w aking. He w ants a 
share o f the p ro fits to be rebated 
to co nsu m ers, and u rges a go v ern­ 
m ent agency to ho ld hearings and, 
in effect, regu late p rice. 
The UAW Bu lletin- q u o ted abo v e 
go es o n to stress the 
fact that 
p ro fit-m aking is really a m anage­ 
m ent fu nctio n: 
“ A wro ng decisio n o n ho w m u ch 
inv ento ry sho u ld be 
carried 
by 
the firm m ay wip e o u t p ro fits, o r 
a large share o f them , no m atter 
ho w hard the w o rker has wo rked 
in the sho p . M istakes in bu y ing 
m aterials, p o o r engineering o f the 
p ro du ct, o r in p icking 
the 
sales 
m anager — these are o nly so me o f 
the facto rs that go into determ in­ 
ing ho w m u ch p ro fit there will be. 
These are decisio ns m ade by m an­ 
agem ent. U nder p ro fit-sharing, the 
w o rkers p ay the co st o f a bad 
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decision, ev en though they hav e 
no control ov er how the decision 
is made. . . . 
*There is 
another reason why 
employ ers m a n t flex ibility . 
It 
makes it possible for them to com­ 
pete for business, and take 
the 
competition out of the workers’ pay 
instead of out of their own profits. 


“ IF BUSINESS 
falls 
off, 
and 
m anagement has to scramble for 
orders, the 
company 
with 
the 
lowest price gets the busine» s. The 
profit-sharing company ca* 
cut 
prices — by giv ing away the work­ 
ers' share of the profits of 
the 
business. It means competition by 
matching one group of underpaid 
workers against another, and forc­ 
ing each group into low« *r and 
lower pay . That’s flex ibility . . . . 
“ Besides the fact that America 
can’t 
depend 
on 
profit-sharing 
for purchasing power when ‘dis­ 
inflation’ begins, workers hav e a 
lot of personal reasons fog being 
against profit-sharing plans. Most 
of them come out of the sim ple 
fact that profit-sharing just “doesn't 
giv e the worker a steady income. 
“ The uncertainties in the incom e 
of the av erage worker today are 
v ery great. 
Lay offs, 6 hort work 
weeks, seasonal 
and othaf shut­ 
downs — all of these m ake it hard 
enough to plan fam ily liv ing. Labor 
wants greater 
security 
and 
de­ 
pendability ; therefore unicflLs fight 
for call-in pay , for guaranteed work 
week, for g u a r a n t e e ({annual 
wages. . . . 


“ BUT UNION MEN who hav e 
seen the problem from the point of 
v iew of the whole union hav e been 
against profit-sharing since way 
back when. . . . 
“Since 
the 
day s of (J ompers 
bo th AFL and GIO leaders hav e 
co nsistently argu ed for a - square 
deal in the p ay env elo p e without 
the nightm are of bo nu ses, jicco u nt- 
ing rep o rts, trick computations and 
sp eedu p s th at 
co me with 
t h e 
dream of a sp lit of the company ’s 
p ro fits. . . . 
“ That is the UAW position and 
o nf fo r which the u nio n end its 
m em bership will co ntinu e to fight 
with ev ery thing at hand.” 
All this was p u blished in April 
1949, since which tim e su rely the 
p hilo so p hy o f mo dern 
business and 
the p rincip les behind union 
de­ 
m ands hav e u nder go ne no basic 
change. 
Strangely eno u gh, the UAW to­ 
day 
is 
adv o cating p ro fit-sharing 
p lans and the em p lo y ers are argu ­ 
ing against su ch a fo rm fcae fo r

generally . 
M ay be the 
em p lo y ers sho u ld hav e accep ted 
the idea “ in p rincip le” and laid 
do wn certain co nditio ns, ai, fo r in­ 
stance, a req u irem ent that w o rkers 
go o v er to the side o f m a^agem et 
and help to build a sy stem» f com­ 
p etitio n instead o f o p erating bar­ 
gaining co m m ittees that seek to 
co ntro l wages and indiscreetly fix 
p rices thro u gho u t an indu stry .

Up to that time mothers of large 
families cou ld u su ally assu me that 
sev eral of their children wou ld die 
of smallpox . 
ABOUT 179 6 Edward Jen n er, a 
cou n try practition er an d son of a 
clergy man in En glan d, made his 
famou s ex perimen ts on the boy , 
Jam es Phipps. 
Jen n er n oticed that the mi 1k- 
maids of the district in which he 
liv ed did n ot seem to get sm all­ 
pox ev en when almost all others 
in the commu n ity came down with 
the disease. 
He pon dered this fact, observ in g 
that most of the milkmaids had 
small scars on their han ds as a 
resu lt of a mild disease called 
cowpox presen t on the u dders of 
cows. Fin ally , on a farm close 
to his home there was an ou t 
break of cowpox . 
On e of the milkmaids, Sarah 
Nehln es, was in fected an d, with 
pu s taken from a pu stu le on her 
han d, Jen n er in ocu lated Jam es 
Phipps. This boy dev eloped the u s 
u al chan ge on the skin which is 
characteristic of what we n ow call 
v accin ation . 
Six weeks later Jen n er in ocu lat­ 
ed y ou n g Jam es with pu s from a 
patien t with smallpox an d sat down 
to wait. The v accin ation “ took” 
an d later the boy was prov ed re­ 
sistan t to smallpox . It was in this 
way that modern v accin ation was 
born .
